Sierra Madre this week lost its Facmc t-ieciric ran imes. 
Under an order of the State Public Utilities Commission, the 
Sierra Madre Big Red Car line will give way completely to bus¬ 
ses. Although the order Itself was not specific, it was presumed 
that there would be through bus service to and from Los An¬ 
geles at peak hours. For off- 
peak travel, the present bus- 
shuttle line to San Marino will 
continue. 

The Sierra Madre line was 
one of nine lines ordered aban¬ 
doned by the commission’s or¬ 
der. It will become effective in 
20 days, but it may be six 
months before the conversion 
to busses is completed. 

The commission pointed out 
that PE had suffered financial 
loss on the Sierra Madre line, 
and that the conversion would 
reduce the loss. The line is not 
expected ever to show a profit. 

Pacific Electric will be re¬ 
quired to retain its right of 
way for a year and, although 
no specific mention was made 
of tearing up the rails, it was 
believed the rails themselves 
would remain for this period. 

The Monrovia-Glendora line 
al.so will bo abandoned, but 
rail service may continue for a 
year. The commission ordered

Supervisor Smith, the first 
official to speak, predicted that 
the county tax rate for next 
year—alt hough increasing— 
will not rise 25 cents as has 
been forecast by many other 
county officials. 

He said most of the men who 
estimate the tax rate increase 
a flat 25 cents have been “ul¬ 
tra conservative” in their esti¬ 
mates of assessed valuation. 

“In proportion to population, 
every county department ex¬ 
cept two will spend less than 
they have during the past 
year,” Mr. Smith said. 

The two which will have to 
exceed last year’s spending 
are the department of charities 
and the department of parks 
and recreation. He said the 
charities department faces a 
“very bad situation,” largely 
because of the effects of Propo¬ 
sition No. 2. 

“That proposition wasn’t the 
correct way to handle the 
charities problem, but it’s here 
now and we have to face it.” 

Mr. Smith said he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve the charities burden 
.should be on the county, and 
that costs of caring for the 
aged and blind do not properly 
belong on the real property 
tax. 

Concerning the department 
o' parks and recreation, Mr, 
Smith said Los Angeles “may 
well be proud” of its youth ac¬ 
tivities. 

“In spite of having fewer 
playgrounds to work with, we 
now have more children tak¬ 
ing part in playground activi¬ 
ties than anywhere else in the 
nation,” the supervisor stated. 

Ho pointed out that although 
many people run around prom¬ 
ising they will cut taxes, “they 
honestly don’t know how they 
will.” 

And those who proclaim they 
would run the county business 
just a.= any private business, if 
elected, are “darn liars,” Mr. 
.Smith said. “It’s impossible.” 


White Cane Week .. 
Set for May 15 to 21 

Each year, from May 15 to 
21, blind men and women 
throughout the nation pick up 
their white canes and approach 
the .sighted community for mor¬ 
al and financial support. 

“It is not for themselves that 
they solicit funds,” a spokes¬ 
man said this week. “It is for 
others who are blind that col¬ 
lege professors, attorneys, busi¬ 
nessmen and women ,house- 
wives, students, and craftsmen 
—all blind themselves—solislt 
funds.” 

He pointed out that it is to 
support the organizations of 
the blind in their programs of 
mutual aid, public education, 
and legislative reform that the 
Braille bookmarks are sold and 
the White Can Week buttons 
are distributed. 


Assessor Quinn told Sierra 
Medreans that if they keep up 
the present building rate, 1950 
will see the second largest rec¬ 
ord in many years for Sierra 
Madre. 

“During the first three 
months of 19.50, $345,330 in 

building permits have been 
taken out by local residents,” 
Mr. Quinn said. “If this rate 
continues throughout the year, 
the total will be approximately 
$1,380,000.” 

Briefly outlining his back¬ 
ground with the county, Mr. 
Quinn quipped: 

“If anyone can remember 
back when A1 Myers was a 
young man, that’s when I was 
county supervisor. That’s a 
long ,long time ago.” 

The assessor said the work 
of listing and legally describ¬ 
ing every parcel of property 
and building in Los Angeles 
County is “a tremendous task” 
which requires the use of 11 
tons of newsprint annually. 

The assessor must place an 
equalized full-cash value on 1,- 
.300,000 separate parcels of land 
in the county and approximate¬ 
ly one million buildings, Mr. 
Quinn explained. The situation 
is made even more complex by 
the fact that there are about 
.3.50,000 changes of ownership 
in the county each year. 

“Everyone talks about value, 
but I have to write it down,” 
he said. “Sometimes, I make 
bad guesses, but they’re usual¬ 
ly better than most. We do a 
pretty good job and don’t miss 
much.” 

Concerning the workers in 
his department, Mr. Quinn said 
there are “1400 me’s.” These 
employees must be courteous 
and tactful at all times, he

members appointed so far be¬ 
ing Harry Lange and Thomas 
Schwartz. 

Counciiman Noren Eaton said 
he felt the Council should not 
Interfere in private business af¬ 
fairs. Government would be 
participating in private enter¬ 
prise, Mr. Eaton stated. 

Ralph "Pappy” Welch dis¬ 
agreed, however, saying the 
Council should “protect tenants 
who are getting 100 per cent 
increases in rent and will be 
compelled to move out of town. 

“I was for rent decontrol,” 
Mr. Welch said, but it looks 
like many residents will have 
to leave town because of exor¬ 
bitant Increases.”

chase a dog onto private prop¬ 
erty. 

“Even if the dog happens to 
be your own and he runs back 
onto your property, many cities 
say you must redeem the dog 
at the Humane Society,” Mr. 
Cornyn said. 

Mr. Eaton said he felt the 
dogs of Sierra Madre should 
be given “a sporting chance.” 
If a dog gets back in his own 
yard, he should not be picked 
up. 

“If the dog is caught off 
base, but makes it to ‘home 
plate,’ he should be ruled 
‘safe’,” Mr. Eaton said. 

Chief of Police Gordon G. 
McMillan said he thought the 
contract could be broadened to 
Include other animals as well 
as just dogs.
